4 The states and local com munities cannot raisp adequate 
funds to meet the need.

Most people will agree with Mr. Hennings on 1. 2 and 3. and 
a few will go along with the entire program , a* ou‘lined. Some, 
m fact, will argue that Federal Aid is the ONLY v av. 


This new spaper disagrees heartily with points 4, 5 and « of 
the Hennings program. 


Point four of Mr Hennings’ is the crux of the problem And 
there is a reason why state and local governm ental units "cannot 
raise adequa’e funds to meet the needs for schools” 


The Federal governm ent has appropriated tax moneys which 
rightfully belong to states and locol governmental agencies The 
ultim ate solution to the problem lies not in more Federal taxes 
but m relief from the burden of Federal taxation, and the w ith­ 
draw al of the Federal G overnm ent from lax areas which right­ 
fully belong to local and state agencies. 


Item No. 6 is also open to criticism on a num ber of count« 
F.ven if one could be so naive (or stupid) as to believe that 
there would be no strings attached to Federal fund« for «chool 
purposes, he has only to recall any num ber of ‘‘cost plus” pro­ 
jects in which Uncle Sam uel footed the bill. 


Two prize exam ples are fresh in the minds of ail Southeast 
M issourians— the AEC plant near Paducah, and the huge gen­ 
erating plant at Joppa How many millions of dollar* (tax dol­ 
lars) went down the dram needlessly on those two projects can 
only be estim ated.

A POWER FOR THE PEOPLE 


A proposed constitutional am endm ent perm itting Missouri 
G overnors to succeed them selves—the people willing—has been 
reported favorably by the House Com mittee on Constitutional 
A m endm ents. This action is the first real step on the road to an 
essential reform in Missouri state governm ent, and it deserves 
to be applauded. 


The long-standing prohibition against gubernatorial succes­ 
sion in Missouri is aimed to prevent a ruling clique from per­ 
petuating itself in office. U nfortunately, it also prevents the 
people from re-electing a good man. And in fact it actually tends 
to discourage good men from seeking the office in the first place. 


The power to limit gubernatorial succession belongs to the 
people, and they should be in position to exercise it as their 
best judgm ent dictates. This can be done quit^ simply through 
the ballot box, with good Governors being rehired on their 
records and poor ones discharged in favor of more promising 
executives. 


If the proposed am endm ent is finally approved by both 
houses of the Legislature— as surely it should be— then it will 
be subm itted to the voters at the general election of Novem­ 
ber 1958. This reform could be made more effective, however, 
if a companion am endm ent also were separately subm itted at 
the sam e time. 


The other proposal would provide for the off-year election of 
G overnor and Lieutenant-Governor. This would tend to make 
the gubernatorial contest one in which state issues and state 
personalities would be predom inant and not overshadowed b.v 
national affairs—and it ought to help improve the caliber of 
those occupying the executive office.

These are the latest develop­

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A Senator Against the Inquest 


Thomas C. Hennings Jr. stood out for sanity and civil liberties through period 
of McCorthyism and before and after, writer says; cites his record in behalf 
of causes thought 'risky' by others; in part his success is tribute to his state. 


Last year a group of women 
•voters in Missouri discussed the 
idea of having Thomas C. Hen­ 
nings Jr. speak on the topic “ Civil 
Liberties Today.” After 
length^ 
deliberation the project was dis­ 
carded. Senator Hennings was run 
ning for re-election and providing 
him with a forum to discuss civil 
liberty could 
invoke charges of 
partiality. 
The curious thing about the en­ 
tire incident was that the ideas 
which he would have presumably 
discussed —i. e., free speech, free­ 
dom of association, right of pri­ 
vacy, loyalty' and security vs. indi- 
vidual rights — should be regard­ 
ed as having superlative political 
charm. 
Nevertheless, the decision was 
unassailably correct. Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., has been speaking 
out for human rights for a long 
time and making real gains in the 
process. 
His entire career and 
style of public life are woven in- 
controvertibly into the fate of free­ 
dom. 
The only easy part of political 
courage is the easy manner in 
which it can be documented. Cam­ 
paigning for the Un ted States Sen­ 
ate m 1950, Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. 
denounced 
thought 
control, 
guilt by association, and the prac­ 
tice of penalizing ideas whose only 
liability was unpopularity. 
Hennings vs. Bricker-McCarthv 
This was before 
McCarthyism 
had become what might be hope­ 
fully called has-beenism. In 1950 
McCarthy barged into the sena­ 
torial elections of Maryland and 
Missouri, and while he is credited 
with having something to do with 
the defeat of Millard Tydings in 
Maryland, 
his 
influence 
in the 
Missouri election was negligible. 
Once in the Senate, Hennings re­ 
fused to surrender to the “ trap of 
history“ and trim his sails to the 
prevailing winds of thought and 
speech. In a recent book on the 
United States Senate, William S. 
White writes. “ In 1954 . . . Hen­ 
nings of Missouri, with unanswer­ 
able logic broke the Bricker A- 
mendment, in a body theretofore 
committed to it by two to one.” 
There are some who fix the date 
©f McCarthy eclipse at the Mur- 
row-McCarthy debate and others 
who insist that it was the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, but a strong 
case can be made that the Wis­ 
consin Senator reached his wa­ 
tershed in 1952 with the report of 
the Senate subcommittee on his 
financial activities. Senator Hen­ 
nings chaired this subcommittee 
and its findings initiated a chain 
©f accountability that culminated 
in the vote of censure. 
Record on Oil and Gas Grabs 
On other occasions Senator Hen 
nings 
rounded out 
a forthright 
record by objecting to the sur­ 
render of the tidelands, opposing 
the natural gas grab bill, leading 
the fight for an investigation of 
the gas and oil monopoly’s influ­ 
ence 
on 
leislation, 
calling 
for 
more realistic r u l e s governing 
campaign expenditures, and 
au­ 
thorizing a resolution for the fair 
conduct of congressional investi­ 
gations. 
He criticized the State Depart­ 
ment's arbitrary policy on pass­ 
ports. and as a member of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Hen­ 
nings helped to pry the appoint­ 
ments of Warren, Harlan, and So- 
beloff out of the vault of parlia­ 
mentary bad manners and into 
the white light of committee re­ 
sponsibility. 
No one in or out of the Judiciary 
Committee 
fought 
harder 
than 
Hennings in the last session for 
civil rights legislation. In addition 
the Senator 
from Missouri has 
been a consistent advocate for wel 
fare m e a s u r e s at home and 
a strong bi-partisan program 
a- 
broad. including support for long- 
range planning in forein aid. 
Above all else, perhaps, Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr., has symbolized 
sanity in the Era of the Inquest 
and tolerance during the Decade 
of the Great Fear. In the midst of 
the overseas book burning fiascos, 
he called upon President Eisen-

waves of excitement, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., 
identified himself 
with the causes of such unfortu­ 
nate victims of ill-considered poli­ 
cy as Helen Knauff, Val Lorwin, 
and Edward Corsi. 
Nowhere are Hennings’s efforts 
to make the Bill of Rights a living 
document more evident than in 
the work of the Senate subcommit­ 
tee on constitutional rights. With 
Hennings as chairman, the pro­ 
cedure of the subcommittee be­ 
came a model for all investigat­ 
ing committees to follow. 
A Model for Investigators 


Each subpena contained a state­ 
ment of the subject upon which 
the witness was to be questioned.

Like all investigating 
commit­ 
tees should, the subcommittee ful­ 
filled its fundamental purpose and 
came up with legislative recom­ 
mendations. Four civil rights pro­ 
posals were sent to the Judicary 
Committee relating to (1) protec­ 
tion of voting rights in federal pri­ 
maries and elections: <2Lestabiish 
ment of new civil rights enforce­ 
ment machinery:

of the rights of members of the 
armed forces: and (4) enactment 
of an anti-lvching law. 
In challeging the 
tide of the 
times, Thomas C. Hennings Jr.. 
has not fallen from political favor. 
In last year’s elections, Hennings 
out-polled all of the candidates on 
both tickets in the primary and 
the general elections. 
Missouri Voters and Dissenters 


Many of the ideas which Hen­ 
nings has espoused would be the 
kiss of death to a politician in an­ 
other state. How does it happen 
that these controversial issues are 
so attractive in Missouri? For one 
thing there is considerable 
evi­ 
dence 
that Missouri has taken 
pride in b e i n g something of a 
haven of sanity during the past 
years of turbulence. The state did 
not enact a loyalty oath through­ 
out the nervous decade, and no 
one has suggested scratching the 
two bears from the Great Seal of 
Missouri. 
Particularly important 
is 
the 
presence of a forthright press. Mis 
souri is the land of good news­ 
papers, of vigorous small towm 
dailies and great metropolitan pub­ 
lications. The Kansas City Star, 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch frequently 
differ in their points of view but 
on m atters relating to civil rights 
and c i v i l liberties they c l o s e 
ranks and march 
together. The 
impact of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
pa t c h is especially 
important 
since the paper casts its shadow 
over the length and breadth of the 
state. 
A complete explanation of the 
r e l a t i v e tolerance of diversi­ 
ty ‘ would also include a comment 
on the influence of belief systems 
and the role of the social myth. 
“I’m From Missouri—You 
Have 
To Show Me.” In Missouri the 
style of politics frequently includes 
support for public figures who dis­ 
sent from the “going opinion.”

Is Costly to The Library 
When you keep books overtime, 
others are deprived of their use. 
No Library problem is as costly 
or wasteful as that of overdue 
books. In dollars and cents, over­ 
due 
notices sent out represent 
many of lost clerical hours, wasted 
postage, and many dollars in need­ 
less fines. 
Here’s what happens when *vou 
fail to bring a book back! The 
first notice, a postal card, is sent 
out four days after a book is due. 
The date due is in the front of 
every book borrowed. 
Ten days 
after a book is due a second over­ 
due notice is sent. One month after 
a book is due, a letter is written, 
asking the patron to return the 
book or pay for its loss. 
For every notice sent, a mem­ 
ber of the staff must look up the 
library card number of the patron, 
obtain name and address, address 
the notice, list names or number 
of books out, write in current date 
and date when books were due. 
This requires many h o u r s of 
clerical work, which could better 
be spent in getting new books pro­ 
cessed and on the shelves for your 
use. 
Remember that overdue books 
are wasteful to the taxpayers of 
New M a d r i d County. This not 
merely a Library problem,

one of citizenship. Please return 
materials on time.

A POWER FOR THE PEOPLE 


A proposed constitutional am endment permitting 
Missouri 
Governors to succeed themselves—the people willing—has been 
reported favorably by the House Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments. This action is the first real step on the road to an 
essential reform in Missouri state government, and it deserves 
to be applauded. 


The long-standing prohibition against gubernatorial succes­ 
sion in Missouri is aimed to prevent a ruling clique from per­ 
petuating itself in office. Unfortunately, it also prevents the 
people from re-electing a good man. And in fact it actually tends 
to discourage good men from seeking the office in the first place. 


The power to limit gubernatorial succession belongs to the 
people, and they should be in position to exercise it as their 
best judgment dictates. This can be done quite simply through 
the ballot box. w'lth good Governors be:ng rehired on their 
records and poor ones discharged in favor of more promising 
executives. 


If the proposed amendment is finally approved 
by both 
houses of the Legislature— as surely it should be—then it will 
be submitted to the voters at the general election of Novem­ 
ber 1958. This reform could be made more effective, however, 
if a companion amendment also were separately submitted at 
the same time. 


The other proposal would provide for the off-year election of 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor. This would tend to make 
the gubernatorial contest one in which state issues and state 
personalities would be predominant and not overshadowed by 
national affairs—and it ought to help improve the caliber of 
those occupying the executive office.

Thomas C. Hennings Jr. stood out tor sanity and civil liberties through period 
ot McCarthyism and before and after, writer says; cites his record in behalf 
of causes thought 'risky' by others; in part his success is tribute to his state. 


Last year a group of women 
voters in Missouri discussed 
the 
idea of having Thomas C. Hen­ 
nings Jr. speak on the topic “ Civil 
Liberties Today.” After 
length^ 
deliberation the project was dis­ 
carded. Senator Hennings was run 
ning for re-election and providing 
him with a forum to discuss civil 
liberty could 
invoke 
charges of 
partiality. 
The curious thing about the en­ 
tire incident was that the ideas 
which he would have presumably 
discussed —i. e.. free speech, free­ 
dom of association, right of pri­ 
vacy. loyalty and security vs. indi­ 
vidual rights — should be regard­ 
ed as having superlative political 
charm. 
Nevertheless, the decision was 
unassailably correct. Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., has been speaking 
out for human rights for a long 
time and making real gains in the 
process. 
His 
entire 
career and 
style of public life are woven in- 
eontrovertibly into the fate of free­ 
dom. 
The only easy part of political 
courage is the easy manner in 
w hich it can be documented. Cam­ 
paigning for the Un ted States Sen­ 
ate in 1950. Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. 
denounced 
thought 
control, 
guilt by association, and the prac­ 
tice of penalizing ideas whose only 
liability was unpopularity. 
Hennings vs. Rricker-McCarthy 
This was before 
McCarthyism 
had become what might be hope­ 
fully called has-beenism. In 
1950 
McCarthy barged into the sena­ 
torial elections of Maryland 
and 
Missouri, and while he is credited 
with having something to do with 
the defeat of Millard Tydings in 
Maryland, 
his 
influence in 
the 
Missouri election was negligible. 
Once in the Senate, Hennings re­ 
fused to surrender to the “trap of 
history" and trim his sails to the 
prevailing winds of thought and 
speech. In a recent book on the 
United States Senate, William S. 
\\rhite writes. “ In 1954 . . . Hen­ 
nings of Missouri, with unanswer­ 
able logic broke the Bricker A- 
mendment, in a body theretofore 
committed to it by two to one.” 
There are some who fix the date 
of McCarthy eclipse at the Mur- 
row-McCarthy debate and others 
who insist that it was the Army- 
McCarthy hearings, but a strong 
case can be made that the Wis­ 
consin Senator reached his 
wa­ 
tershed in 1952 with the report of 
the Senate subcommittee on his 
financial activities. Senator Hen­ 
nings chaired this subcommittee 
and its findings initiated a chain 
of accountability that culminated 
in the vote of censure. 
Record on Oil and Gas Grabs 
On other occasions Senator Hen 
nings 
rounded out 
a forthright 
record by objecting to the sur­ 
render of the tidelands, opposing 
the natural gas grab bill, leading 
the fight for an investigation of 
the gas and oil monopoly’s influ­ 
ence 
on 
leislation. 
calling 
for 
more realistic r u l e s governing 
campaign expenditures, and 
au­ 
thorizing a resolution for the fair 
conduct of congressional investi­ 
gations. 
He criticized the State Depart­ 
m ent's arbitrary policy on 
pass­ 
ports. and as a member of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Hen­ 
nings helped to pry the appoint­ 
ments of Warren, Harlan, and So- 
beloff out of the vault of parlia­ 
mentary bad manners and into 
the white light of committee re­ 
sponsibility. 
No one in or out of the Judiciary 
Committee 
fought 
harder 
than 
Hennings in the last session for 
civil rights legislation. In addition 
the Senator from Missouri has 
been a consistent advocate for wel 
fare m e a s u r e s at home and 
a strong bi-partisan program a- 
broad, including support for long- 
range planning in forein aid. 
Above ail else, perhaps, Thomas 
C 
Hennings Jr., has symbolized 
sanity in the Era of the Inquest 
and tolerance during the Decade 
of the Great Fear. In the midst of 
’he overseas book burning fiascos, 
he called upon 
President Eisen-

mouth speech in which the Presi­ 
dent 
condemned 
cendsorship. 
Throughout the successive 
tidal 
waves of excitement. Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr.. 
identified

nate victims of ill-considered poli­ 
cy as Helen Knauff, Val Lorwin, 
and Edward Corsi. 
Nowhere are Hennings’s efforts 
to make the Bill of Rights a living 
document more evident 
than in 
the work of the Senate subcommit­ 
tee on constitutional rights. With 
Hennings as chairman, the pro­ 
cedure of the 
subcommittee be­ 
came a model for all investigat­ 
ing committees to follow. 
A Model for Investigators 


Each subpena contained a state­ 
ment of the subject upon which 
the witness was to be questioned. 
Every witness was granted the 
right to counsel and accorded the 
right to object to any interroga­ 
tion on the grounds o irrelevance. 
Like all investigating 
commit­ 
tees should, the subcommittee ful­ 
filled its fundamental purpose and 
came up with legislative 
recom­ 
mendations. Four civil rights pro­ 
posals were sent to the Judicary 
Committee relating to (1) protec­ 
tion of voting rights in federal pri­ 
maries and elections: '2Lestablish 
ment of new civil rights enforce­ 
ment machinery;

of the rights of members of the 
armed forces; and '4) enactment 
of an anti-lyching law. 
In challeging the

times, Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
has not fallen from political favor. 
In last year's elections, Hennings 
out-polled all of the candidates on 
both tickets in the primary and 
the general elections. 
Missouri Voders and Dissenters 


Many of the ideas which Hen­ 
nings has espoused would be the 
kiss of death to a politician in an­ 
other state. How does it happen 
that these controversial issues are 
so attractive in Missouri? For one 
thing there is considerable 
evi­ 
dence 
that Missouri 
has 
taken 
pride in b e i n g something of a 
haven of sanity during the past 
years of turbulence. The state did 
not enact a loyalty oath through­ 
out the nervous decade, and no 
one has suggested scratching the 
two bears from the Great Seal of 
Missouri. 
Particularly important 
is 
the 
presence of a forthright press. Mis 
soun is the land of good news­ 
papers, of vigorous small 
town 
dailies and great metropolitan pub­ 
lications. The Kansas City Star, 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch frequently 
differ in their points of view but 
on matters relating to civil rights 
and c i v i l liberties they c l o s e 
ranks and march 
together. The 
impact of the St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
pa t c h is especially 
important 
since the paper casts its shadow 
over the length and breadth of the 
state. 
A complete explanation of the 
r e l a t i v e tolerance of diversi­ 
ty ' would also include a comment 
on the influence of belief systems 
and the role of the social myth, 
“ I’m From Missouri—You 
Have 
To Show Me.” In Missouri the 
style of polities frequently includes 
support for public figures who dis­ 
sent from the “going opinion.”

When you keep books overtime, 
others are deprived of their use.

as that of overdue 
books. In dollars and cents, over­ 
due 
notices 
sent 
out represent 
many of lost clerical hours, wasted 
postage, and many dollars in need­ 
less fines. 
Here's what happens when *vou 
fail to bring a book back! The 
first notice, a postal card, is sent 
out four days after a book is due. 
The date due is in the front of 
every book borrowed. 
Ten days 
after a book is due a second over­ 
due notice is sent. One month after 
a book is due, a letter is written, 
asking the patron to return the 
book or pay for its loss. 
For every notice sent, a mem­ 
ber of the staff must look up the 
library card number of the patron, 
obtain name and address, address 
the notice, list names or number 
of books out, write in current date 
and date when books were due. 
This requires 
many h o u r s 
of 
clerical work, which could better 
be spent in getting new books pro­ 
cessed and on the shelves for your 
use. 
Remember that overdue books 
are wasteful to the taxpayers of 
New M a d r i d County.

Political Sanity is the ‘'Era of the Inquest"

Cam­ 
paigning for the United States Sen­ 
ate in 1950. Thomas C. Hennings, 
Jr., lived up to his record and gave 
promise of a senatorial career of 
integrity and independence.

many to possess magical political 
power. In 1950 McCarthy 
barged 
into 
the 
senatorial 
elections 
of 
Maryland and Missouri, and while 
he is credited with having some- 
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thing to do with the defeat of M ill­ 
ard Tydings in Maryland, his in­ 
fluence in the 
Missouri 
election 
was negligible. Thomas C. 
Hen­ 
nings, 
Jr., 
criticized 
McCarthy 
and McCarthyLsm, won the 
elec­ 
tion and became the only Demo­ 
crat to unseat an incumbent Re­ 
publican. 
He Skewered the Bricker Amend­ 
ment 
Once in 
the 
Senate, 
Hennings 
refused to surrender to the “ trap 
of history” and trim his sails to 
the prevailing 
winds of thought 
and speech. He continued to speak 
for freedom and sanity. As much 
as any man, 
Hennings defeated 
the original Bricker Amendment 
In a recent book on the United 
States Senate. William S 
White 
writes, “ In 1954 . . . Hennings of 
Missouri, with unanswerable logic 
broke the Bricker Amendment, in 
a body theretofore committed 
to 
it by two to one. The bar associa­ 
tions, the patriotic societies, 
the 
letterwriters — none of these would 
listen to Hennings. But the Senate 
would, and did.” 
Senator 
Hennings 
relentlessly 
opposed the Bricker Amendment 
down through the 19th substitute 
introduced into the last session of 
Congress. When the Senate debat­ 
ed the Butler Amendment, impos­ 
ing undue restrictions on the Su­ 
preme Court, Hennings 
was, 
at 
times, the lone voice r a i s e d a- 
gainst the proposal. TLh e r e are 
some who fix the date of McCarthy 
eclipse at the Murrow-McCarthv 
debate and others who insist that 
it was the Army-McCarthv hear­ 
ings, but a strong case can be 
made that the Wisconsin Senator 
reached his watershed in 1952 with 
the report of the Senate subcom­ 
mittee on his financial activities. 
Senator Hennings chaired this sub­ 
committee and its findings 
initi­ 
ated a chain of accountability that 
culminated in the vote of censure. 
On other occasions Senator Hen­ 
nings rounded out a forthright re­ 
cord by objecting to the surrender 
of the 
tidelands. 
opposing 
the 
natural gas grab bill, leading the 
fight for an investigation of the 
gas and oil monopolys 
influence j 
on legislation, 
calling 
for 
more 
realistic rules governing campaign | 
expenditures, and 
authorizing 
a 
resolution for the fair conduct of 
Congressional 
investigations. 
He 
criticized the State Department’s 
arbitrary policy on passports, and 
as a member of the Senate Judi­ 
ciary Committee, Hennings helped 
to pry the appointments of War-1 
ren, Harlan, and Sobeloff out of 
the vault of parliamentary 
bad 
manners and into the white light of 
Committee responsibility. No one 
in or out of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee fougirt harder than Hennings in 
the last session for 
civil 
rights 
legislation. In addition the Senator 
from Missouri has been a 
con­ 
sistent advocate for welfare meas­ 
ures at home and a s t r o n g bi­ 
partisan program abroad, includ­ 
ing support for 
long-range plan­ 
ning in foreign aid. 
Above all else, perhaps, Thomas 
C. Hennings, Jr., has symbolized 
sanity in the E ra of the Inquest 
and tolerance during the Decade 
of the Great Fear. In the midst of 
the overseas book burning fiascos, 
he railed tipon President 
Eisen­ 
hower to implement his 
D a r t ­ 
mouth speech in which the Presi­ 
dent condemned c e n s o r s h i p . 
Throughout the 
successive tidal 
waves of excitement, Thomas C. 
Hennings, Jr., identified himself 
with the causes of such unfortunate 
victims of ill-considered policy as 
Helen Knauf, Val Lorwin, and Ed­ 
ward Corsi. 
Nowhere are Hennings* efforts 
to make the Bill of Rights a living 
document more evident 
than 
in 
the work of the Senate subcommit­ 
tee on constitutional rights. With

the witness was to be questioned 
right to counsel and accorded the 
right to object to any interrogation 
on 
the 
grounds 
of irrelevance. 
Nonetheless, there,was no impair­ 
ment in the effectiveness of the 
committee. As the result of this 
inquiry the Defense 
Department 
modified its security 
policy 
and 
the Post O f f i c e Department re 
scinded its regulations preventing 
postal employees from campaign­ 
ing for or against changes in the 
service. The committee also 
ex­ 
posed the self-operating expansion 
of the 
Government’s 
loyalty-se- 
curity program and the extension 
of these procedures into areas only 
remotely connected with national 
security.

tees, the subcommittee fulfilled its 
fundamental purpose and came up 
with legislative recommendations. 
Four civil rights proposals were 
sent to the Judiciary 
Committee 
relating to <1> protection of voting 
rights in Federal 
primaries 
and 
elections; 
* 2» 
establishment 
of 
new civil rights enforcement ma­ 
c h i n e r y ; 13 > protection of the 
rights of members of the armed 
forces; and (4) enactment of an 
anti-lynching law. 
Almost as quickly as the present 
session of Congress convened, Sen­ 
ator Hennings began pressing for 
the enactmertt of bills 
covering 
these four phases of civil rights. 
He also introduced a bill to facili­ 
tate access to federal records and 
to reduce the amount of restricted 
material which is 
now 
withheld 
from the 
public 
and from Con­ 
gress. As chairman of the subcom­ 
mittee considering the administra­ 
tion’s civil 
rights 
program 
and 
other similar measures, 
Senator 
Hennings announced that he would 
speed action on 
these 
hearings. 
Finally, running true to form, the 
Senator from Missouri found 
oc­ 
casion to object to the “ unwar­ 
ranted policy” of the State Depart­ 
ment in denying passports for A- 
merican newsmen to visit Com­ 
munist China. 


In challenging the tide of the 
times. Thomas C. Hennings, 
Jr., 
has not fallen from political favor. 
Rather he has gained in national 
stature and state support. In last 
year's 
elections. 
Hennings 
out- 
polled ail of the candidates on both 
tickets in the primary and the gen­ 
eral elections. 
Many of the ideas which Hen­ 
nings has espoused would be the 
kiss of death to a politician in an­ 
other state. How' does it happen 
that these controversial issues are 
so attractive in Missouri? For one 
thing there 
is 
considerable 
evi­ 
dence 
that 
Missouri 
has 
taken 


pride in b e i n g something of a 
haven of sanity during the past 
years of turbulence. The state did 
not enact a loyalty oath through­ 
out the nervous decade, and at no 
time did a legislative 
committee 
attempt to make headlines out of 
academic affairs or alleged text­ 
book subversion. There have been 
no book removals from 
Missouri 
libraries, and no one has suggest­ 
ed scratching the two bears from 
the Great Seal of Missouri. No 
state save Utah, has a better re­ 
cord on refraining from interfer­ 
ing with 
Constitutional 
liberties 
under the guise of preventing sub­ 
version than 
has 
Missouri, 
and 
Utahians know better than most of 
us what can happen 
to minority 
groups when people gel 
excited 
Missourians who have wondered 
about the social climate of their 
state have come up with a number 
of explanations. Foremost, is the 
effect of the early German immi­ 
grants, the Schur/.e and Pulitzers, 
who encouraged a tradition of lib­ 
eralism, a cultural climate which 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com­ 
merce cites as “ a spirit of toler­ 
ance” in listing the merits of the 
city. Perhaps, a projection of this 
tradition has led the St. Louis dele­ 
gation in the state legislature to 
keep a watchful eye on proscrip­ 
tive legislation aimed at minority 
groups. On the other hand, it may 
be that the presence of the minori­ 
ty groups themselves has done the 
trick. Missouri is a microcosm of 
the country’s stresses and strains, 
interest and minority groups 
all 
of which must come to terms with 
each other on and after election 
day. 


Particularly 
important 
is 
the 
presence 
of a 
forthright 
press. 
Missouri is the land of good news­ 
papers, of vigorous 
small 
town 
dailies and great metropolitan pub 
lications. The Kansas City 
Star, 
St. Louis Globe-Demoerat, and the 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch frequent­ 
ly differ in their points of view but 
on matters relating to civil rights 
and civil liberties they close ranks 
and march together. The impact of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch is es­ 
pecially important, since the pa­ 
per casts its shadow over the leng­ 
th and breadth of the stale. An in­ 
dependent and frequently contro­ 
versial 
political 
figure 
such 
as 
Senator Hennings has the advant­ 
age of having the 
Post-Dispateh 
in his corner, ready 
to interpret 
his actions and defend them. 
A 
hostile, reactionary paper 
would 
be a tremendous hazard to the for­ 
tunes of a liberal senator 
whose 
stand on sensitive questions could 
be easily blurred or even misrepre 
sen ted during 
periods of 
super­ 
charged emotionality. 
A Variety of Factors Involved 
A complete explanation 
of the 
r e l a t i v e tolerance of diversi­ 
ty would also include a comment 
on the influence of belief systems 
and the role of the social myth. 
“ I’m From Missouri - 
You Have 
To Show Me.” This slogan has not 
always been in good 
repute. Al­ 
most half a century ago, Governor 
Hadley thought the expression in­ 
appropriate and offered a prize of 
$500 for a motto more typical of 
the mood of Missouri. Apparently 
none was forthcoming 
since 
the 
“ Show-Me” label is 
still in use. 
One of the first bills introduced in­ 
to the current session of the Mis­ 
souri Legislature requires the ad­ 
dition of the words, 
“ The Show 
Me State” on all Missouri state 
automobile license plates. 
As important 
as 
the 
public's 
image of i t s e l f are the 
“ ideal 
types'* upon which people 
guage 
political leadership. 
In 
Missouri 
the style of politics frequently in­ 
cludes support for public 
figures 
who dissent from the “ going opin­ 
ion.” Certainly Senator Hennings 
has reinforced this tradition. 
He

is an influential political figure to­ 
day because of his integrity, the 
social climate of his constituency, 
and the supporting f o r c e of a 
strong and vigorous press 
Hi* al­ 
so owes his political rise, in part, 
to the fact that he cornea from a 
state which admires hard fighters, 
a condition which must be natural­ 
ly so, since Missouri contains so 
many hard believers.
